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Inauguration  of  President  Anderson 


Wesleyan  College  will  be  the  scene  on 
April  8th,  of  the  largest  and  most  colorful 
inaugural  ceremonies  ever  witnessed  in  a 
woman’s  college  in  the  South. 

Representatives  of  colleges  and  universi- 
ties in  31  states,  official  delegates  of  learned 
societies  and  academic  organfeations,  trust- 
ees, benefactors,  faculty,  students  and  alum- 
nae will  form  an  impressive  procession,  re- 
splendent in  their  academic  robes,  from  Mul- 
berry Street  Methodist  Church  to  the  City 
Auditorium,  where  the  formal  inauguration 
of  President  Anderson  will  take  place  at 
eleven  A.  M. 

THE  PROCESSION 

The  procession  will  be  headed  by  three 
marshals,  Dr.  S.  L.  Akers,  chief  marshal, 
Dr.  Raleigh  M.  Drake,  and  Dr.  George  W. 
Gignilliat.  Twenty-one  Wesleyan  students 
will  serve  as  marshals  along  the  procession. 
Representatives  of  t'he  colleges  will  march 
in  order  of  the  age  of  their  institution.  The 
representative  of  William  and  Mary  College, 
founded  in  1693,  will  lead. 

Presidents  of  33  colleges  have  accepted  in- 
vitations to  walk  in  the  procession  in  their 
academic  robes.  Ninety-three  colleges  have 
named  delegates  from  their  faculties  or  al- 
umni. About  120  colleges  will  be  represented 
in  the  procession. 

The  Wesleyan  faculty  and  senior  class 
will  be  robed.  Official  representatives  of  each 
alumnae  class  and  each  alumnae  club  have 
been  designated  to  head  the  alumnae  line. 
All  alumnae  are  invited  to  form  a part  of 
the  procession  and  t'o  wear  academic  dress 
if  desired.  The  student  body  will  follow. 

The  entire  Board  of  Trustees  will  partici- 
pate. Twenty-three  learned  societies  will  be 


represented;  the  presidents  of  all  patriotic, 
civic,  and  women’s  clubs  of  Macon,  the  Bibb 
County  Board  of  Education,  have  been  in- 
vited to  take  part.  Seniors  of  Mercer  Uni- 
versity will  act  as  ushers. 

THE  PROGRAM 

The  general  program  will  list  by  name  and 
degree  every  representative  of  a college  or 
organization  present. 

Bishop  W.  N.  Ainsworth,  chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  will  preside  at  the  exer- 
cises in  the  Auditorium. 

President  William  Preston  Few  of  Duke 
University,  will  make  the  leading  address  of 
the  occasion.  Dr.  Few  received  his  Ph.D.  de- 
gree at  Harvard  University  in  English  in 
1896,  and  his  LL.D.  degree  from  South- 
western University  in  1912.  He  is  a frequent 
writer  and  speaker  on  educational  and  social 
questions.  It'  was  his  vision  over  a long  pe- 
riod of  years  which  is  largely  responsible 
for  the  expansion  of  the  historical  Trinity 
College  into  the  powerful  Duke  University 
of  today.  Dr.  Few  was  formally  inaugurated 
as  president  of  Trinity  College  in  1912. 

Dr.  David  A.  Robertson,  president  of 
Goucher  College,  will  bring  greetings  from 
the  women’s  colleges  of  t'he  country.  Dr. 
Robertson  is  outstanding  in  the  educational 
world  as  the  author  of  “American  Colleges 
and  Universities”  and  of  various  articles  on 
English  literature  and  on  higher  education, 
as  the  official  investigator  of  American  col- 
leges 1924-27  for  t’he  Association  of  Ameri- 
can Universities,  as  president  of  the  Beta 
chapter  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa,  and  as  a member 
of  important  committees  of  the  Association 
of  American  Universities.
